Tho 
dispatches Indicate that tho attack Is 
being made from -either end of tho 
Japanese army, Nodzu to lead tho at- 
tack on the Russian right, Kurokl al- 
ready leading that on the left, (and 
Oku ready to Join In the fighting from 
the center.

While -no great reliance Is placed 


in war office circles In the .report from 
Rome to'the'effect that the czar In- 
tends to order tho surrender of Port 
Arthur, It is admitted by St. Peters- 
burg official latest dispatches that tlio 
czar regards the situation thero as 
extremely critical.

A 
repetition of {he Tlyeshltclnl Incident 
would have aroused Indignation, whllo 
a • failure to 'destroy or cut tho , de- 
stroyer out would have appeared like 
admitting previous wrong doing. 


At any rate, the affair seems to

HAS RESIGNED HIS PLACE 


BECAUSE OF HIS .HEALTH 


Panama Canal Commissioner Retires Because 


• 
He Pears the Climatic 


Conditions. 


. Washington. Nov. 18.—Tho resigna- 
tion of Col.-Frank J. Hecker of tho 
isthmian commission was the result of 
serious friction1 in the commission. 
Other changes are expected to fallow 
Secretary Taft's visit to the isthmus, 
during whlch-he will carefully Investi- 
gate charges and complaints ngnlnst 
other commissioners. Admlial Walk- 
er will tercafter be the actual as well 
ns the theoretical head of the commis- 
sion, directly subordinate to Secretary 
Tart. If Gen. Davis Is not removed as 
governor of the canal zone, bis pow- 
ers will .be restricted. Minister Bar- 
.rctt will be supreme lii negotiations 
tor the settlement of all disputes with 
the Panama government. 


Cauie for Resignation.

In tendering his resignation Col. 


Keeker 'says he Is afraid of the cli- 
mate of Panama-. An investigation of 
tho facts shows that his retirement has 
been anticipated by those clone to the 
president and'Admlral Walker.
